This responds to your Freedom of Info rmation Act (FOIA) request dated and received 
in this Office on August 30, 2017, in which you requested “decision memoranda, policy 
statements, enforcement policies or guidance, or directives related to consideration of race in 
postsecondary education admissions,” dating since January 20, 2017. This response is made

Please be advised that searches have been conducted in the Offices of the Attorney 
General Deputy Attorney General and Associate Attorney General as well as of the 
electronic database of the Departmental Executive Secretariat, which is the official records 
repository for the Offices of the Attorney General Deputy Attorney General and Associate 
Attorney General and no records responsive to your request were focated. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (2012 &
